Championships through the Last 
Chance Qualifier. Only twenty- 
eight of those players advanced 
to the Main Event, including 
previous World Champions 

Jason Klaczynski and Tsugyoshi 
Yamato. But the true wonder 

of the LCQ was eleven-year-old 
Yuka Furusawa of Japan, who not 
only overcame all opponents to 
become the Junior Division World 
Champion but also set a record 

in doing so by becoming only 
the second female Pokémon TCG 
World Champion ever! 


Fourteen-year-old Senior Cham- 
pion Jacob Lesage, a National 
Champion from Canada, was 
the epitome of confidence as he 
battled his way to the top. His 
deck, featuring Luxray [ LV.X, 


squared off against a similar deck 
when he faced U.S. competitor 
Mychael Bryan in the Finals to 
claim the title. 


In the Masters Division, Yuta 
Komatsuda (Japan) and Michael 
Pramawat (U.S.) fought long 
and hard for the title, going all 
the way down to the wire in 
their match.
